An  Open  Letter  to  PAS  Parents  of  Young  Children 


It  is  great  seeing  you  getting 
involved  at  PAS!  From  High 
Holiday  services  to  toddler  classes 
to  Mitzvah  Day  and  the  Book  Fair 
to  monthly  Kabbalat  Shabbat  and 

dinner  for  families 
with  young  children 
to  Congregational 
School  Family 
Shabbat 

Experiences,  it  is 
the  participation  of 
families  like  yours 
that  makes  our 
synagogue  what  it  is. 

Your  family  and  other  families  like  you 
are  at  a  tipping  point.  The  choices  you 
make  during  these  years  will  set  the 
muscle  memory  of  your  children  into 
the  rest  of  their  lives.  The  decision  to 
light  candles  and  have  Shabbat  dinner 
in  your  home,  to  come  to  Shabbat 
services,  to  socialize  with  synagogue 
folk,  to  travel  to  Israel,  to  take  a  Jewish 
parenting  course  -  all  these  decisions 
are  in  your  family’s  “inbox”  today,  and 
there  will  be  more  like  them  in  years 
to  come. 

One  big  decision  I  ask  you  to  consider 
is  Jewish  summer  camp.  Not  a  camp 
that  Jews  attend,  but  a  Jewish  summer 
camp  with  Shabbat,  Jewish  content, 
Israel  education,  and  more.  From  the 
time  our  children  start  school,  they  are 
pulled  in  a  million  directions.  Jewish 
parenting  often  becomes  a  series  of 
decisions  between  Jewish  and  secular 
activities:  Congregational  School  vs. 
baseball  practice,  piano  recital  vs. 
Purim  spiel.  I  get  it,  believe  me,  I  get 
it.  The  choices  only  continue  as  our 
children  leave  home  for  college.  In  our 
hyphenated  lives  as  American  Jews, 
the  decisions  become  more  frequent, 
the  stakes  higher,  and  our  role  as 
parents  shaping  those  decisions, 
reduced. 


Which  is  why  I  ask  you  to  consider 
Jewish  summer  camp.  More  important 
than  the  denominational  stripe  of 
the  camp  -  Orthodox,  Conservative, 
Reform,  Zionist,  etc.  -  it  is  the 
immersive  aspect  of  a  Jewish  camp 
that  makes  the  difference.  To  have 
an  island  of  time  when  choices  are 
not  between  Jewish  or  secular  is  a 
game  changer  in  a  child’s  sense  of 
Jewish  self.  To  send  a  child  to  Jewish 
summer  camp  is  no  concession  in 
that  the  lake,  sports,  art  projects,  and 
all  the  rest  are  no  different  than  at  a 
“regular”  camp.  But  a  Jewish  camp 
is  also  a  place  where  balls  and  strikes 
are  called  in  Hebrew,  where  instead  of 
“color  wars,”  there  is  the  “Maccabiah,” 
where  everyone  dresses  in  white  for 
Shabbat,  where  the  “cool  kids”  do  the 
ropes  course  and  learn  to  read  Torah, 
where  one  need  not  wonder  if  the  food 
has  pork  in  it,  and  where  one  makes 
friends  with  Jews  beyond  our  bubble 
of  Manhattan.  Jewish  summer  camp  is 
the  one  place  where  our  children 
can  stop  shuttling  between  their 
multiple  selves  and  be  totally  at 
home  in  their  Jewish  skin  and 
Jewish  community. 

To  put  it  in  the  most  personal  terms: 
Proud  as  I  am  of  the  Jewish  content 
of  my  home  and  synagogue,  honored 
as  I  am  to  send  my  children  to  a 
fine  Jewish  day  school,  I  know  that 
my  children’s  ownership  of  their 
Jewishness,  the  joy  and  pride  they 
have  in  their  people,  that  comes  from 
Jewish  camp. 

There  are  undoubtedly  financial 
and  social  pressures  to  consider 
here.  The  synagogue  is  here  to  help 
on  the  former,  and  we  have  a  Jewish 
Camping  Committee  to  help  you  sort 
through  the  options  (p.  14).  Knowing 
you  as  I  do,  I  am  certain  that  as  with 
all  decisions  in  your  household,  you 


will  choose  to  do  what  is  best  for  your 
family. 

Please  know  that  I  am  here  for  you, 
now  and  always,  as  a  sounding  board, 
rabbi,  and  friend.

Looking  Back,

I  sometimes  wonder  what  my 
relatives  thought  100  years  ago 
when  American  Zionism  came 
about,  when  the  Balfour  Declaration 
was  proclaimed,  and  when  Louis 
Brandeis  was  confirmed  as  the  first 
Jewish  Supreme 
Court  Justice.  I 
wonder  what  it  was 
like  to  live  through 
the  Six-Day  War 
fifty  years  ago.  I  am

On  December  6, 1987,  a  quarter  million  Jews  and  their  supporters  gathered  in  Washington  DC  to  demonstrate  solidarity 
with  Soviet  Jewry.  Shortly  after  the  event,  known  as  “Freedom  Sunday,”  Soviet  Jews  received  the  right  to  leave,  and 
eventually  they  flocked  in  large  numbers  to  Israel,  the  United  States,  and  elsewhere.  Using  art,  texts,  and  artifacts,  the 
exhibition  commemorates  the  enormous  contributions  of  members  of  our  own  community  to  bring  about  the  success  of 
Freedom  Sunday  and  also  acknowledges  the  stories  of  Russian  emigres  in  our  community  who  experienced  the  hardships 
of  life  as  Jews  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  challenges  of  starting  new  lives  in  the  United  States.
